One of the unique features 
about the ABC law is that 
counties do not have to be in 
the “wet” column to reap these 
profits; hence the driest of 
counties receive in proportion to 
population just as much reven- 
ue as do the wet counties. 

The incorporated municipali- 
ties receive 20 per cent of the 
profits from the first $2,000,000 
ABC revenue, and profits above 
that figure are distributed on a 
similar, but slightly different 
basis.

FEED, MANAGE RIGHT TO 
MISS MILK SLUMP 

Summer milk slumps won’s sis 
dairy herds that get ample feed 
and good management. 

These unusual July and Au- 
gust slumps are avoided or re- 
duced by farmers who plan a- 
head, says C. E. Teague, API 
extension ‘dairyman. Keeping 
production up is important, for 
both Commercial dairymen and 
one-cow owners. 

Turn cows on kudzu, sericea 
alfalfa or other grazing crops 
for two or three hours each 
night and morning, advises 
Teague. Sudan grass may be 
sown for summer and fall, if 
other grazing crops are not a- 
vailable. 

Mow permanent pastures to 
control weeds and to keep grass 
tended and palatable. If graz- 
ing crops and pastures are 
short, feed cows legume hay and 
more grain. Teague says that 
convenient shade and plenty of 
clean, fresh water for cows at 
all times help production, 


LIST SAFETY HAZARDS 
TO AVOID ACCIDENTS 

Families who list safety haz- 
ards found on their farms can 
usually correct or avoid these 
hazards to save themselves pos- 
sible grief. 

P. O. Davis, director of the 
State Extension Service, believes 
that such a-list is especially 
timely since the National Safety 
Week will be observed Julp 20- 
26. 

A check list, says Davis, 
should cover hazards in the 
bome and on the farm, and in- 
clude ways that fires, falls, in- 
juries from machinery and ani- 
mals, and other accidents might 
occur.

MILLION IN GAS 
TAXES IN 1946 


Birmingham — Motorists in 
Alabama paid $6,214,000 for gas 
taxes during 1946 as compared 
with $5,499,000 during the pre- 
ceding year, Ed D. Henley, Di- 
rector Alabama Motorists Asso- 
ciation reported today. 

On the basis of figures sup- 
plied by AAA national head- 
quarters in Washington, D. C. 
Mr. Henley said that the total 
motor fuel tax collections by the 
forty-eight states and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia reached a to- 
tal of $1,058,605,000 during the) 
year as compared with  $778,-| 
662,000 during 1945. 

“State gas tax collections 
were at an all-time high last) 
year,” the AAA official said, 
“even topping the pre-war re- 
cord established in 1941. Gas 
tax increases voted by several 
state legislatures this year, to- 
gether with the prospect of 
continued high vehicle mileage, 
indicate that the motorists will 
be forced to pay an even higher 
annual bill for their use of this 
heavily taxed commodity.” 

AMA Director Henley pointed 
out that these figures applied 
only to state gas tax collections 
and were in addition to taxation 
for motor fuel by the Federal 
Government and some local un- 
its of government.

Wnen Hamm took office with 
the #olsom administration, he 
began a clean-up campaign to 
couect an estimated $1,000,000 
escape in state income taxes for 
eacn of the years 1945 and 1946. 
His tax specialist, Russell Hun- 
gerford went to Washington 
and checked 41,000 1945 federal 
returns and then rechecked 
these amounts against the list- 
ings on state returns. It was in 
these descrepancies that whole- 
sale tax evasions were discover- 
ed. Hungerford is now in Birm- 
ingham checking the 1946 re- 
turns which are still on file in 
the revenue department there. 

Hamm stated that it now 


looks as if his original estimate, 


of $1,000,000 in anticipated col- 
lections may be even doubled 
Since voluntary returns are 
coming in every day. Already 
$85,000 has been sent in on the 
voluntary basis alone. 

Accountants in every section 
of the state have been request- 
ing additional tax return forms 
to supply requests trom clients. 

Hamm said that many clients 
are anxious to submit returns, 
with the bare hope of escaping 
penalties by prompt and strict 
compliance without further de- 
lay. 

The broad effect of this strict 
method of tax collecting is in- 
dicated in the total collections 
for the first eight months of 
the present fiscal year of $7,- 
654,952, as compared to $5,198- 
686, for the same period of last 
year. In fact, the collections for 
the first eight months of 1947 
are $936,273 more than was col- 
lected for the entire year of 
1946. 

Hamm stated that all® ayail- 
able information will be used to 
strengthen the enforcemen> of 
the sales, use, franchise, utility, 
and ad valorem taxes, as well 
as the income tax. 

We are going to make every 
effort, Hamm said, to plug up 
tax loop holes and make every- 
one pay their just returns in 
whatever taxes are assessed 
them. 

This is not a scare campaign, 
he said, It is an honest attempt 
to collect the taxes due the 
State of Alabama,

In a strong move to wipe out 
the black market trading in 
American cigarettes and toba- 
cco, a ban was imposed on and 
after May 26, at the request of 


| the War Department on _ the 


mailing or shipment of these 
commodities to Germany 
through Army Post Offices, the 
international mails or commer- 


|cial channels. 


It was emphasized that the 
allowable purchase of cigarettes 
and other tobacco products at 
Army Post Exchanges is suffi- 
cient to meet the normal indi- 
vidual needs of American mlli- 
tary personnel and authorized 
civilians in Germany, and that 
any surplus of such items en- 
tering the country almost in- 
variable enter the black mar- 
ket. 

An eppeal was made to the 
general public to cooperate in 
this move to help stabilize the 
German economy. Friends and 
relatives of military and civilian 
personnel serving in the occu- 
pied zone were asked to discon- 
tinue the mailing of tobacco 
products in gift packages. Those 
sending such packages to APOs 
in Germany or to German fresi- 
dents through international 
mails will be asked to declare 
the restricted items and will be 
asked to remove them before 
packages can be placed in the 
mails. 

Both the Post Office Depart- 
ment and the Department of 
Commerce have offered full co- 
operation in carrying out provi- 
sions of the order.

Dear Comrade: 


As individuals and as a group, 
Legionaires have always been in 
the forefront of the fight to 
preserve the American Demo- 
cracy from the inroads of Com- 
munism, As an officer of your 
local Legion Post, I think you 
may be interested in some re- 
cent happenings in Washington 
of import on this subject. 

When the FBI Chief, J, Edgar 
Hoover, recently appeared be- 
fore the House Appropriations 
Committee, he stated the Com- 
munistic threat to our govern- 
ment was growing day by day. 
Mr. Hoover pointed out that 
there are in the United States 
today, in a population of 140,- 
000,000 a total of 74,000 admit- 
ted Communists, The FBI head 
declared that in Russia in 1917 
when the Bolsheviks overthrew 
the government, there was only , 
one Communist to every 2,277 
persons. In the United States 
today, there is one Communist 
to every 1,814 persons. Further, 
Mr. Hoover added, the Com- 
munists have penetrated every 
field of activity in our land of 
freedom, the motion-picture in- 
dustry, radio and newspaper 
fields,’ and, in overwhelming 
numbers, labor unions. 


In his testamony, Mr. Hoover, 
in my estimation, isolated the 
greatest peril facing us at this 
hour when he said, and I quote: 


“Tf we were dealing only with 
the individual members of the 
party we would have a prob- 
lem, but not as difficult a 
problem as we are faced with 
when we have at least for 
every member of the party 10 
other individuals who are 
ready to do the party’s work. 
They are _ fellow _ travelers. 
They may not have a party 
card and they may not be- 
long to the party but they 
are communistic sympathiz- 
ers.” 

These are the words of the head 
of our nation’s Federal Bureau 
of Investigation. He speaks as 
a man in authority with a true 
knowledge of the secret move- 
ments and speaking tactics of 
a group who boast of their in- 
tent to overthrow our Democra- 
tic form of government. A book- 
let, ‘Communism in Action’ pre- 
pared by the Library of Con- 
gress, further details Commun- 
istic activity in the United 
States. It seems to me that now

Col, Biff Jones of West Point feels 
certain that the two teams could 
have played to 500,000 people, pos- 
sibly more. The appeal for this 
game especially was far beyond the 
demand for any heavyweight fight 
or world series ball game. 


Few off hand, could name the big- 
gest crowd that ever saw a base- 
ball game. It was a night game in 
Berlin, during the Olympic games 
of 1936. I happened to be there. The 
attendance was announced at 96,- 
000. It was certainly over 90,000, 
which is some 15,000 or 20,000 more 
than any ball park in this country 
could handle, 

It also was one of the worst ball 
games ever played, looking down to 
the lowest zone in a class-X circuit.
